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Abstract of JP1 214280 

PURPOSE:To enhance a current pickup efficiency by 
connecting a high temperature section to a low temperature 
section by Peltier elements and a superconducting wire. 
CONSTITUTION :When a high temperature section 5 is 
connected to a low temperature section 6 by Peltier elements 
1, 2 of the sections 5, 6 and a superconducting lead 4 for 
connecting them, a current flows between both. This current 
is picked up by a generator 3 to generate. For example, 
when the sea surface water and deep sea water are 
employed as the high and low temperature sections, a 
current can be generated and substantially picked up. 
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
